Hundreds of answers were received, most of 
them from executives and the majority agreed 
with Dr. Hutchinson that the pace that kills is 
the crawl.

leaders of industry is that constant activity 
is productive of longer life, better health and

greater happiness than early retirement to 
•passive indolence. According to the majority, 
the active life is the long life. The necessity 
for constant care of the business man's health 
was stressed. Work should be hard, but not 
too hard.

sponsible for the splendid vigor and enterprise 
of the American business man. it seems 
therefore that there Is definite justification 
for the twentieth century plan of living.

When 
Ottawa river was widened anil deepened, as a 
partial preventative of flood conditions in 
time of freshets, an implied promise was given 
property owners that their buildings skirting 
the waterway would be protected. 


That promise has not been kept. En- 


croaching waters have worn away banks and 
at places structures are ready to topple into 
the bed of (he stream. Owners are demanding 
reparation and action. The city must perform 
its duty. For every day and Week and month 
that passes, the cost is only increased.
